That 
the general sentiment in this con- 
nexion is that the Republican party 
not only failed to keep its promise 
to reduce the tariff, but actually 
broke it by increasing the duties 
upon certain commodities under 
the guise of revision, was to be 
noted long before it found emphatic 
expression at the ballot-box. There 
were certain circumstances in con- 
nexion with some of these increases 
that undoubtedly reacted in an 
unfortunate manner upon the Re- 
publican party as a whole and 
caused not only a schism in the 
ranks, but profound distrast in the 
constituencies. This feeling was: 
intensified by the conspicuous lack 
of sucess that attended an attempt 
by Senator Aldrich to explain an 
increase in the duty upon manufac- 
tures of rubber, that had been 
selected for especial attack by 
another Senator, in view of Senator: 
Aldrich’s intimate connexion with 
the Rubber Trust. It is, of course, 














unfortunate in matters of princi 
that personalities should be in- 
troduced, but, as happened in this 
instance, the effect is grave and is 
felt beyond the individual attackell, 
when no satisfactory answer is 
given to the charges preferred. In 
spite of an almost general belief fo 
Mr. Taft’s personal sincerity jn 
desiring to see a rovision of the 
tariff in the direction of lopping 
off exorescences that had been 
engrafted upon it by extra-Par- 
liamentary influence, there was a 
geteral feeling that the Republickn 
party, as it was then constituted, 
would never genuinely take up the 
duty of tariff reform. This was 
even felt by those members of 
Republican party itself, who broke 
away from their leaders and who 
found, when the opportunity to 
appeal to Caesar presented itself, 
that they‘were acquitted with hon- 
our of the charges of disloyalty 
hurled against thom. The elections 
of primaries showed distinctly that 
popular sentiment was certainly 
opposed to that section of the 
Republican party that bears the 
expressive designation “‘ stand- 
patters”—that is to say that holds 
that the tariff should stand as it is ; 
that the tariff wall should not be 
lowered by the dislodgement of one 
tier of fiscal bricks.

Mr. Theodore Rosevelt, the ex- 
President and, accoording ,to po- 












ular belief, the President-make 
in that he had pelegted Afr. W.-H. 
Taft as his successor. Mr. Roosevelt 
returaed from Europe with blush- 
ing honours thick upon him. He 
had all tho prestige that attaches 
to one who could point to an 
honourable public career, an 
immaculate private life, and the 
respect and regard of the civilized 
world. And yet wo find it stated 
in set terms in one of our New 
York telegrams that the defeat of 
the Republican party was due to the 
high cost of living and—* Roose- 
veltism.” The “high cost of 
living” may be taken to be a 
euphemism for “tariff,” and, as 
Mr. Roosevelt is avowedly in 
favour of tariff reform (using re- 
form in the sense of reduction), the 
attributed causes would seem to be 
contradictory. But it is probable 
that “ Rooseveltism” means mttch 
more than Mr, Roosevelt’s 
policy. Daring his recent strikingly 
spectacular oratorical campaign in 
the Western snd Southern States 
Mr. Roosevelt expressed opinions 
upon sociological riroblems that filled 
the more cantious-minded with 
apprehension. In the: ultintate 
result national integrity can ofly 
be preserved by the conservatiott of 
respect for law and order. ‘An 
unfortunate accompaniment of the 
remarkable industrial development 
of this era is embittered class rela- 
tions, and in no country, perhaps, is 
this more notable than in the 
United States of America. Mr. 
Roosevelt must, of course, be ac- 
quitted of ony deliberate intention 
to inflame class animosity, but there 
was at all events grave reasoh to 
fear that his eloquent and  im- 
passioned speeches would have that 
‘effect. It is more than probable, 
therefore, that the “silent voter” 
that wonderful factor for the pro- 
setvation of what is at least inobm- 
parably better than the reign: of 
rale, while, perhaps, even juming 
the demonstrations 
Mr. Roosevelt’s personal - popu- 
larity, had even then concealed 
the political weapon that was to 
strike a death-blow at his scarcely 
hidden Presidential pretensions. It 
does not fall within the ‘scope. of 
this brief and incomplete survey of 
the battlefield from which the-Red 
Cross Socisty-has not yet carried 
the politiodlly stridken, to inquire 
how fur loyalty to the tradition that 
no United States Presideat should 
serve for a third term led to-Mr.

‘Tax hustling a few days ago of 
two officials of the Health Depart- 
ment was a clear indication that 
the precautionary measures taken 
to deal with the outbreak of plague 
were being resented by the Chinese. 
It was not generally realized, 
however, at the time how keen was 
the disaffection among the populace 
in the plague-affected area nor 
how mischievous were the reports 
by which this disaffection was be- 
ing fanned. On Thursday it was 
no longer possible to ignore the 
preposterous rumours by which 
Chinese excitability had been 
worked up to fever point ; but the 
community was hardly prepared 
for the form that the disturbances 
took yesterday morning. Tho 
attacks made by Chinese mobs on 
individual foreigners who fell in 
with them showed no organiza- 
tion or intensity of purpose that 
wonld jastify the use of the word 
“riot.” But the coincidence of 
these murderous assaults which 
took place at different points in 
Hongkew within a short time of 
one another indicated the widespread 
existence among the Chinese of a 
state of mind, that required only 
the favouring circumstance to give 
rise to a serious outbreak, In 
Jace of the favouring circumstance, 
ywever, we had the prompt and 
effective action of the Police, sup- 
ported by the calling out of four 
units of the Volunteers, while in 
the afternoon a route march of the 
whole force of Volunteers through 
the disaffected district must have 
impressed still more upon prospec- 
tive distarbers of the peace the! 
fact that the authorities were fully 
repared for all emergencies. 
P In all cases of disturbances the 
first consideration must be the 
prompt restoration of order and the 
prevention of further trouble. For 
this reason the community has every 
cause for satisfaction that the 
powers that be should have shown 
themselves so well organized as to 
be able to cope effectively with the 
outbreak, while the mobilization of 
the Volunteers is to be commended 
as a wise precautionary measure to 
iscourage any false hopes that the 
Chinese might have had of being 
a match for the Police alone. The 
second ster, however, must be to 
remove, as far as possible and as 
quickly as may be, the causes of 
the disturbance. In this connexion 
the community has less reason for 
sel£-congratulation, for it is evident 
that a grave mistake has been com- 
mitted in putting into force the| 











very strict precautionary measures| 
that were deemed advisable to pre- 
vent the spread of plague, before 
any adequate attempt was made 
to enlighten the Chinese populace 
regarding the reasons for and pur- 
poses of the steps about to be taken. 
It is true that ample notice was 
given to foreigners, and it was 
possibly inferred that there would 
be no delay in the information 
reaching the Chinese public. Bat 
sufficient consideration had not 
been paid to the ignorance of the 
latter, while the Chinese Press on 
the one occason on which it should 
have responded to the obligations 
laid upon it by the advantages en- 
joyed from foreign hospitality 
failed this community entirely. 
The result was that the officials 
and Chinese employees of the 
Health Department began their 
work—never welcome in any part 
of the world—among a people who 
were completely at a loss to know 
why they were being subjected 
to sach exceptional measures 
and were at the same time an 
easy prey to the most out- 
rageous. rumours. Whether the 
mischief can ever be undone al- 
together cannot yet be said. But 
late in the day the right measures 
are being taken; posters and 
leaflets are being issued; st a 
popular gathering on Tuesday the 
why and the wherefore will be 
explained to the Chinese, while as 
the outcome of a meeting held yes- 
terday evening at the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs harmonious co- 
operation between the Chinese, 
Consular and Municipa) authorities 
was satisfactorily established. 

‘As 80 frequently happens in 
popular ontireaks” the chief 
sufferers are innocent victims of 
circumstances. For the six or 














more foreigners who were so badly 
handled by the Chinese crowds 
esterday the fullest sympathy will 
felt. At the same time it is a 
matter for regret that thousands of 
Chineso have been thrown into a 
state of unreasoning panic, have 
abandoned their homes and acquir- 
ed a sense of insecurity in this 
Settlement, owing to the omission 
of the simple precaution to ac- 
quaint them with what was about 
to happen. Perhaps the lesson 
that these disturbances will have 
taught us will lead to some measurs 
of profitable co-oreration between 
the Municipal authorities and the 
Chinese on matters in which the 
interests of all are at stake but the 
persons of the latter are primarily 
concerned. On the other hand we 
should like to see the education 
and culture undoubtedly 
by so many of the Chinese in our 
midst diverted to such practical

purposes as the enlightenment of 
their fellow-countrymen on certain 
elementary points of civic life. 
The harmony and co-operation now 
established between the Chinese, 
Consular and Municipal authorities 
are of the happiest angury, and wo 
may hope to find this condition of 
things permanently maintained. 











THE 
NEW COMPANIES’ 
ORDINANCE. 


November 14. 
On October 13 under the title of 
“Companies” Ordinance 1910” a 
Bill introduced before the 
Legislative Council of Hongkong 
and was read a first time. Tho 
second reading is to take place this 
month, and in view of the numerous 
and important changes in Company 
law that it proposes to bring inte 
force, it desirable that thoso 
who are interested in Shanghai 
companies should make themselves 
familiar with the terms of the 
new measure. As is known, the 
present Company law operative in 
Hongkong is consolidation of the 
original Companies’ Ordinance of 
1865 and of various subsequent 
ordinances, which adopted selected 
portions of lator British legislation. 




















It contwins none of the Home 
legislation ufter 1898, and the 
legislation up to that year was only 
Not the 


partially incorporated. 
least st 
ing law is the failure to take over 
the terms of the Directors’ Liability 
Act of 1890. Th» Bill now before 
the Council is based on the English 
Companies (Consolidation) Act of 
1908, antl embodies the Act of 
1890 and the Companies Act of 
1907. Its provisions, which are 
exceedingly numerous, apply to 
existing as well as to future com- 
panies, and if passed into law, will 
need to be studied by all who have 
to do with the management of 
companies. 

Within the limits at our disposal 
it is impossible even to summarize 
the whole scope of the now Bill, 
but we may refer to a few of the 
saliont featares, leaving matters of 
special application to. Shanghai for 
later consideration Every one 
contemplating the issue of a pro- 
spectus must stady Section LXX XII 
of the Ordinance, where he 
will find fourteen requirements of 
@ most searching character, intended 
to give the public the fallest in- 
formation about the proposed 
venture and all connected with it. 
Farther the minimam subscription 
on which the Directors will proceed 
to allotment must be stated and 
every Director must sign a consent 
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in writing to act as such. After 
complying with the stringent pro- 
visions of Sections LXXXII and 
LXXXVI, the prospectus goes forth 
to the public, and the Company is 
incorporated. The Directors must 
then see that they obtain their 
minimum snbscription within forty 
days, and, if they fail to make the 
necessary returns to Hongkong of 
the capital subscribed in cash and 
distributed in folly paid shares, 
within six weeks of allotment, they 
ran the risk of a fine of $500 a 
day. We will assume, however, 
that they study Section LXXXVIII 
and do not begin business until all 
the capital has been provided, and 
otherwise comply with the Ordin- 
ance. Business begins ; and the 
property is taken over, and work 
started. Then will be the time 
for the Directors to feel nervous

existing Hongkong Ordinance the 
remedy of a shareholder against

ments either false, or made reck- 
lessly, without the Directors’ troub- 
ling their heads to inquire whether 
they are true or not, In these cases 
the onus of proof ligs on the 
shareholder, and he has to prove 
nite a lot before he can succeed. 
t the new inance the 
whole position is changed, and the 
onus of proof is thrown on the 
Director to satisfy the Court that 
he acted with care, honesty and 
prudence. If an untroe statement 
appears, the Director must prove, 
not only that he believed it to be 
true, but that he had reasonable 
ground for believing it. If he 
prints extracts from a rubber 
expert’s report, he must either 
print the report in full; or be 
very careful to see that what he 
says fairly represents the report. 
Even then he will be liable for mis- 
statements, if it can be shown that 
he had no reasonable ground for 
believing that the expert was a 
capable expert. 

Perhaps no better proof of the 
necessity for a clear understanding 
of the new measure can be found 
than in tho amount of compensa- 
tion which an offending Director

In dealing two days ago with the 
draft Companies’ Ordinance which 

now before the Legislative 
Council of Hongkong, we referred 
to some of the more important 
changes in the Colonial Company 
Law that are about to be embodied 
in the new measure. It requires 
little reflexion and only a super- 
ficial knowledge of recent events 
in Shanghai (o bring home to every 
‘one interested in company affairs 
that fall within the jurisdiction of 
the Hongkong Ordinances the 
necessity of tuking to heart the 
principles of the amended Ordin- 
ance. We have no. hesitation in 
saying that, if this Ordinance bad 
been in force year ago, the 
Shanghai public would have been 
saved millions of taels. Daring 
the rubber boom many accepted 
the position of directors of com- 
panies with a light heart: pro- 
spectuses were, as a rule, drafted 
by the promoters, and accepted by 
the directors, without that thorough 
and searching inguiry which the 
provisions of the new Ordinance, 
and the great responsibility that it 
entails, will now necessitate. In 
the excitement of March and April 
last, it was quite usaal for the pro- 
moter to provide the report and to 
prepare the prospectus : pt 
residents were asked to join as 
directors, and were offered as an 
inducement the right to tuke up 
blocks of shares at par, or were 
given shares free : their remunera- 
tion was as a rule trifling—a few 














hundred taels apiece per annum. 
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Reports provided by the promoter 
—the interested party—were ac- 
cepted ; ard the prospectus gave a 
short epitome of the chief points 
in the report which might seem of 
interest to intending subscribers. 
The responsibility involved seems 
often to have hardly been con- 
sidered, serious as it is under the 
old Ordinsnce. 

A reference to the proposed 
Ordinunce will show that this re- 
sponsibility is greatly increased. 
The immediate effect of the new 
provisions will, if we are not mis- 
taken, be twofold. In the first place 
no sensible man will become a 
director of a new company, unless 
he is satisfied that it is thoroughly 
sound, and that the prospectus gives 


.|fall disclosure and is unimpeach- 


able. As it ie far from easy to 
produce a prospectus which will not 
give « discontented shareholder a 
rightof action, if the company prove 
unsuccessful, it will be more and 
more difficult in future to get men 
to become directors. The pecuniary 
profits from the post are small, 
and the risks enormous. Secondly, 
every sensible British subject will 
hesitate to have associated as co- 
directors persons who are not 
British subjects. The reasons for 
this attitude will be obvious. Under 
the new Ordinance the discontented 
shareholder can sue any director 
whom it may suit his purpose to 
select, and he will naturally choose 
a British subject—the richer the 
better. If the director in question 
is sued for danages, he is, under 
Section 85 (4) entitled to recover 
contribution from any other co- 
director. In the event of that 
co-director being a Chinese, a 
German, or an American, then he 
has to sue in the Mixed Court or in 
the German or American Court, 
and try to make out his right to 
contribution—a very much more 
difficult: matter 
ing to join a British co-director as 
defendant in the British Court. In 
the case of our local rubber com- 
panies it bas been a common prac- 
tice to invite Chinese to join the 
Board, in order to attract or repre 
sent Chinese capital. In fature 
sensible men will prefer to have 
only British subjects as co-directors, 
in order that they may be able at 
least to obtain contributions towards 
any damages which they have to 

















pay. 

Finally attached to the draft 
Ordinance, is a Memorandam pre- 
pared by the Registrar of Companies 
in which “ Sbanghai Companies ” 
are dealt with, and it is pointed vat 
that various provisions have been 
inserted in the Ordinance to meet 
the requirements of these com- 
panies. Since this Memorandum, 
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was printed, however, the judge- 
ment of Sir Francis Piggott in the 
case of the Dallas Horse Repository 
Company has been delivered. Io 
this judgement the Chief Justice of 
Hongkong says that a Company 
whose business and Directorat 
outside the Colony cannot register 
under the Ordinance. This ruling 
raises a most important question, 
which, we think, should be dealt 
with in the Ordinance ; that is to 
say, it should be made clear, in 
view of this judgement, whether 
or not Shanghai Companies can 
register under the Hongkong Or- 
dinance. If it is impossible for 
Shangbai to avail itself of the 
Hongkong Ordinance in order to 
obtain the benefits of limited 
liability and joint stock co- 
operation, then we must have our 
own Companies Registry here. 
No special difficulty should be 
experienced in establishing such a 
Registry, and from the point of 
view of Shanghai there can be little 
doubt tbat it would prove a great 
convenience to the Settlement. The 
Government of Hongkong would 
suffer a more or less serious loss, 
while the Foreign Office would 
acquire a proportionately valuable 
source of revenue. But whether 
Hongkong or Shanghai be the place 
of registry, we may be sure that 
the provisions of the English Com- 
panies Act, which are now being 
adopted by Hongkong, will be made 
to apply, and a healthier tone will 
of necessity appear in Shanghai 
company promotion 




















THE 
NEW BY-LAWS. 


November 15. 

‘Tnx attendance at the Special 
Meeting of Ratepayers yesterday 
afternoon,which constituted a record 
for any similar gathering in Shang- 
was a striking’ proof of the 
extent to which public feeling has 
been stirred by recent events. Six 
hundred and twenty-one Rate- 
payers wore present, aggregating in 
all ono thousand and thirty-five 
votes. Of these the bulk bad m: 
festly come to the Town Hall with 
their minds made up on the point 
thut it would be better to restrict the 
new By-laws to plague, but entirely 
in the hands of anyone who would 
lead them in regard to the form 
that the restriction should take. 
‘The Municipal Council,as the (hair- 
man explained in - his opening 
speech, had subordinated its opinion 
to that of the Health Department, 
‘and in submitting the proposed 
By-laws for the ratification of Rate- 
payers sheltered itself bebind the 











counsels of perfection advocated by 





its medical experts. Of the theoret- 
ical soundness of the proposed 
By-laws, if exception be made in 
the case of compulsory vaccination, 
there can hardly be two opinions ; 
and Shanghai is conservative enough 
to count among its residents a 
large number of those who instinc- 
tively side with constituted authority 
in the belief that it can generally 
be relied upon to adopt the right 
course. But in the present in- 
stance the Council would seem 
to have ignored two crucial factors 
—expediency and feasibility. Such 
opposition to the proposed By- 
laws as might have arisen on 
technical grounds, owing, perhaps, 
to divided opinion in the medical 
faculty, might well have been over- 
come in view of the exceptional 
conditions of this Settlement and 
the danger threatening. But con- 
fidence in the prescience of the 
Council had been rudely sbaken 
when, from a letter that was 
published in our columns yesterday, 
it was learned that there was no hope 
of securing Chinese co-operation 
for tae enforcement of the By-laws 
as they stood. At the Meeting 
any such confidence was irrevoca- 
bly shattered, when, in a rather 
remarkable utterance from the 
Chair, Sir Havilland de Sausmarez, 
gave Ratepayers to understand 
that there was little prospect 
of the By-laws as drafted being 
allowed by the Consular Body to 
become the law of the Settlement. 

‘Lhe situation clearly defied an- 
alysis, Both Council and Meeting 
found themselves in a fulse position, 
for it was almost inconceivable that 


laws, banded them back with an 
injunction that their operation was 
to be restricted to plague. In some 
particulars it might have been 
difficult to adjust the wording there 
and then to the letter of this 
authorization ; but with a lead from 
the Council, it ought to bave been 
possible to deal with one or more 
of the clauses in a slightly wider 

‘rit. No attempt, however, was 
made to profit by the opportunity 
afforded. When the new draftcomes 
to be prepared the Health Depart- 
ment may find that by striving to 
reach the unattainable it bas lost 
the essential. 

Tf the Meeting did not accom- 
plish all that it might bave done, a 
definite and useful step has been 
recorded. ‘The precautionary mea- 
sures required to be taken in order 
to deal with the outbreak of plague 
can be resumed. But now they 
are to be put into force with the 
co-operation of the Chinese autho- 
rities and prominent Chinese resi- 
dents, whose support has been 
pledged in the letter addressed to the 
Chairman of the Municipal Council. 
This co-operation, of which we 
shall hope to see the first illustration 
at the Chinese meeting to be held 
this afternoon, should not only 
allay the fear that has been aroused 
by ‘the measures taken hitherto, 
but should inaugarate a system 
of informal co-operation between 
Chinese and foreigners essential to 
the smooth government of this 
Settlement. A successful issue 
to the plague measures may well 
lead to the ultimate adoption 
of regulations that are viewed to-

But excitability 
is contagious. When the crowds 
outside heard those within shouting, 
they made an uproar too ; and when 
those within heard those ontside, 
they feared the worst and shouted 
still louder, Under such conditions 
street crowds numbering some thou- 
sands are necessarily dangerous, 
and had to be dispersed. Fortu- 
nately they yielded to water and 
physical pressure. The Volunteers 
‘once more came to the help of the 
hard-worked police and the streets 
were duly cleared.

the future, it is obvious that 
this community cannot abandon its 
measures against plague, because a 
public meeting has broken up in 
disorder. The leading Chinese re- 
sidents had evidently misjudged the 
temper of the people, and they must! 
now be invited to evolve other 
methods for dealing with the situa- 
tion. So long as the Chinese are 
in their present frame of mind, 
they must be reasoned with in 
small groups and not in large 
gatherings. In this work the signa-| 
tories of the letter to the Chairman 
of the Municipal Council can render 
invaluable service by forming them- 
selves into a score of small com- 
mittees and undertaking the task of 
winning over to sweet reasonuble- 
ness the hotheads in as many divi- 
sions in the disaffected area. They 
cannot, however, be expected to 
volunteer their services, until they 
have been approached officially.

Tax state of nervousness that: 
has led among the lower classes 
of Chinese to the massing of 
crowds and to disturbances, and in 
another rang of the social scale to 
the removal of families and personal 
effects has now permeated higher 
circles. Yesterday the customary 
auctions of piece goods had 
to be abandoned for want of 
Chinese buyers. There is, for- 
tunately, no ground for the belief 
at first prevalent that an organized 
cott is on foot. A meeting of 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
was held yesterday afternoon, when, 
we understand, any such’ inten- 
tion on the part of the Chinese 
merchants was repudiated. The| 
explanation given js that all classes 
of Chinese are now in such a state 
of high tension that ordinary trade| 
is interfered with to a serious 
extent. Dealers, who in normal 
circumstances can count upon at- 
tending the auctions with two or 
more score of orders to fulfil, found 
themselves yesterday _ practically 
without any business in band. The 
more prominent among them are 
particularly anxious that they should 
not be regarded as taking part in or 
as sympathizing with any anti- 
foreign movement. They recognize 
the gravity of the situation from a 
trade point of view, and their own 
interests prompt them to desire a 
speedy termination of the pre- 
sent impasse. While promising 
co-operation with the Municipal 
authorities, they feel convinced that 
only a formal notification of the 
suspension of the measures adopted 
to deal with the outbreak of plague 
will allay public excitement. 

‘There is good reuson to believe 
that the complete cessation of all 
steps to cope with the possible 
spread of p would lead toa 
restoration of normal conditions in 
the Settlement. Against this policy 
of the line of least resistance, how- 
ever, has to be placed the terrible 
r that a serious outbreak of 
e would entail, compared with 
which the present disturbances and 
even the prospective dislocation of 
trade are insi; icant. If there 
were substantial grounds for sup- 
posing that the plague outbreak had 
in reality been effectively checked, 
the precantionary measures could 
be at once suspended. But there 
can be no adequate proof that such 
is the case, until a thorough in- 
vestigation of the plague-infected 
area bas taken place. Accordingly, 
if our Chinese fellow-residents wish 
to make a practical contribution toa 
solution of the present problem, they 
will lose no time in preparing a way 
for the investigation that will satisfy 
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the community that plague has been 
stamped out for the time being. 
The first step to this end would be 
the formation of a Chinese com- 
mittes for the purpose of co- 
operation with the Municipal 
authorities, At present the latter 
have no constituted body of suffi- 
ciently wide authority to whom to 
appeal and with whom to evolve 
plans for immediate action. This 
committees could set to work to 
carry out some such scheme as we 
proposed yesterday, which is cere- 
fully elaborated by Mr. Chang Nieb- 
yiin in a letter ‘hat we publish to- 
day. The number of Chinese 
to be enlightened regarding the 
danger of plague is so great that 
the work can only be accomplished 
by a large number of agents. By 
enlisting the services of the Guilds 
and provincial interests all sections 
of the populace can be reached, 
and the inhabitants of the district 
threatened by plague could be 
prepared for the necessary inves- 
tigation to decide whether the 
precantionary measures could be 
safely discontinued. If they still 
have to be enforced, the people 
would have had time to understand 
lague calls for isolation and 
if they do not wish Chinese 
patients to be sent to the Municipal 
Hospital, they must prepare another 
Isolation Hospital funder Chinese 
management. 

In the meantime the existing 
situation is likely to tax to the 

most the nerves, patience and 

mmanship of the foreign com- 
munity. It is known now that the 
Health Department has had to 
bear the odium of the kidnapping 
practised by Cbineso under the 
guise of Municipal employees, while, 
as will appear from a communica- 
tion that publish in another 
colamn, it is not improbable that 
even foreigners may attempt to 
serve their own ends by pos 
ing as Health officials, “If no 
effort is spared to counteract 
such abuses—by circulating the 
number and names of plague 
patients and suspects, particularly 
children, removed for purposes of 
isolation, by announcing that all 
employees of the Health Depart- 
ment, Chinese and foreign, will be 
ia uniform or must produce adistinct 
badge before entering a house— 
public confidence should ultimately 
be restored Simultaneously, how- 
ever, there need be no relaxation of 
the measures taken to cope with 
disorderly elements bent upon 
creating disturbances. The over- 
crowding of all Chinese localities 
causes a mob at any given spot to 
assume formidable proportions far 
more rapidly than would be the 
case in any other country than 
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China. Consequently the Police 
Force, although well able to deal 
with any one possible gathering, 
must rely upon the Volunteers to 
keep a watch over the rest of the 
Settlement, if there is the least 
likelihood of another large crowd 
congrogating in some other part. 
Then, when the streets have to be 
cleared, the additional numbers of 
the Volunteers are invaluable in 
enabling work to be done rapidly 
that might take the Police single- 
handed four times as long. With- 
out doubt, the instinct of the 
Volunteers would lead them to 
prefer that they should be called out 
to suppress trouble rather than to 
prevent it. No Government, how- 
ever, can deliberately court such a 
sitaation, and so long as unrest 
among the Chinese appears to be 
general, Volunteers and Police must 
be prepared for frequent co-opera~ 
tion. To them jointly is entrusted 
the safety of the Settlement and it

United States a “moving picture 
play" has been prepared illastra- 
tive of the dangers of impure milk. 
Tn this the first scene represents the son 
of an old-fashioned, bacteria-despising 
farmer retarning to the old homestead 
with his wife and little boy. The filthy 
cow-barns, the open pails of milk 
receptive to dast and flies are depicted 
with onsparing realism. The son, who 
has imbibed wholesor education in 
hygiene, protests passionately against 
the old order, but in vain, whereupon 
the young couple pack their tranks, 
leaving the old farmer in tears over the 
deserted baby-carriage of his grandson. 
‘The raral scene is then changed to an 
urban one. The formerly happy home 
of the old farmer's son is grievously 
distressed because of the baby’s illness. 
The family doctor shakes his head and, 
i indicates 
plainly the cause of the illness, The 
grief-stricken son writes to his father 
(letter flashed on the screen), who comes 
in baste, and finds, to his great anguish 
that the bad milk has come from his 
own farm, Emotional cli 
play, however, ends happily: 
barns are shown repainted and wonder- 
fully refurbished, tbe cows washed, the 
dairymen in white suits presiding over 
now impeccably eat functions. The 
little patient? Evidently the family 
doctor has done something more than 
sbake bis bead; for, miraculously 
restored to health, the little boy, held 
by his repentant grandparents, watches 
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with interest the hygienic proceedings.

IN SHANGHAI. 





BEGINNING 
OF THE TROUBLE. 


November 12. 

Ever since the first case of Plague 
ina human being was discovered the 
Chinese community appears to have! 
regarded the precantions of the Health 
Office with grave suspicion. ‘The most 
ridicalous romoncs bave been cirealated 
throughont the length and breadth of 
the Settlement, and, strange as it maj 
wsem, some of the better class Chines 
appear to have been as gallible as the 
most ignorant coolies, Accordiog to 
amour, the Municipal Council is sup- 
posed to be seizing women and children 
and taking them by force to the Isola- 
tion Hospital, whoace they never emerge 
alive, Other reports epresd in native 
circles go even farther and allege 
that the children are killed for some 
esoteric par] wuch as preparing 
cine, of lightiog electric lamps, In 
short, ‘the temper of the native 
community has been 80 worked 
upon that for some days it bas 
been apparent that a little friction be- 
tween the Health Office staff and the 
natives might lead to a serious distar- 
bance.

The in- 
fantry fell in on the foreshore, and the 
Light Horse, Artillery and “A” Oom- 
pany’s mounted men assembled opposite 
Ewo. A very large crowd of Chinese and 
foreigners was present on the Bund to 
witness the beginning of the march. 
Ten rounds of ammanition per man 
were served ont before the order to 
march was given. At 4.30 the in- 
fantry formed fours, and divided into 
two colamne, each beaded by two guns, 
marched towards Hongkew. All along 
the route traversed by the Volunteers 
enormous crowds had gathered, but 
nothing in the natare of « hostile de- 
monstration occurred throaghout the 
march, The ed vit, 
Seward, Boone and North Ssechuen 
Roads to Haining Road, where it was 
split up into three colamas, one of 
ich marched along North Honan 
Road, another along North Chekiang

Chinese genuinely foar that the author- 
ities have somo evil design upon their 
children is shown by the fact that han- 
dreds of womeo leading or carrying 
children have fled across our border into 
Paoshan, Chapei, or the French Con- 
cession ‘sinco Thursday last. It is 
difficalt to say which of the nnmerous 
mischievous reports spread among the 
native population have had the greatest 
effect. Ta the opinion of many Chinese of 
good standing, the root of the trouble lies 
in reports regardiog squerzing on the 
part of natives employed ander the 
Health Office staff. It seems 
that vagabonds, profiting by thiv report, 
bare endeavored to exact squeezes from 
the poorer Chinese by pretending that 
they were connected with the Health 
Office. and that in this way the real 
native staff has been broug! 
worse odour than it merits. 
Whatever may be at the bottom of 
Friday's distarbances, however, it has 
become apparent that the task of 
reasoning with the Chinese and secur- 
ing their co-operation is an infinitely 
harder one than might be expect- 
ed. Even the better class merchante, 
whose daily contact with foreigners 
shonld have tanght them that no 
er motives lie at the back of the 
ti-plagne meaaores, incredibly 
ignorant of the reasons which necessitate 
the enforcement of stringent Pablic 
Health regolstions. Many appear to 
be convinced that the authorities really 
do poison su:pzeted cases of plague to 
stay infection. Others, agsin, argue 
that plague has existed in Canton and 
other cities for years, and that it is 
only when foreiga doctors interfere 
that it really assames serious propor- 
tions. An iotelligent native Press 
might do moch to prevent farther 
friction. Up to the present it has 
dmelt rather upon the conciliatory 
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attitude of the Council than upon the 
necessity for energetic measures to 
stamp ont the result of its obtainiog « 
serious hold in Shanghai.

THE PLAGUE 
MEETING. 
November 16. 
Toe mecting of Obiore i th Eno 
Gotown, which was convened for the 
parpose of explaining the ai 
measures to the Chinese in the infected 
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district, failed in ite parpose, and ended 
in disorder and tomalt, 

The Evo Godown, s spacious build- 
ing, the ground floor of which bad been 
provided with rows of chairs for the 
occasion, is in North Soochow Road, 
between Kansch and North Chekiang 
Roads, and faces the Creek. Lony 
before the hour appointed for the meet- 
ing, crowds of Chinese had assembled 
along the Creek frontage, on Chekiaog 
Road Bridge, and in ocher adjacent 
thorongh: ‘At the special wish of 
the prominent Chinese gentry who had 
promised to be present, no armed police 
were on daty, though a considerable 
force of foreign, Sikh and Chinese 

lice ad been detached from Weat 








longkew station to preserve order and 
direct traffic. 

Only well dressed and respectable 
Chinese were admitted in the first 
instance. Most of the Chinese gentry, 
and Mr. J. B. A, Mackinnon, who was 
to interpret the Health Officer's speech, 
arrived early, Among those who 
ocenpied the platform and the front 
benches, were Mesers, Shen Tan-bo, Ya 
Ya-ching, the Compradores of the 
Hongkong Bank, Jardine, Matheson 
& Oo, and Barkill and Co, the’ leading 
members of the lal Guilds, all the 
editors of the local Chinese Press, and 
several other prominent members of 
native community. When the Chsir- 
man of the Council, accompanied by 
Colonel 0. D. Brace, arrived about 2.10 
p.m, it was only with great difficalty that 
they were able to make their way into 
the building, the doors of which were 
closed immediately afterwards to prevent 
the crowding in of any more Chinese. 
Dr, Moore, the Actiog Health Officer, 
was admitted » minute or two later, 

Mr. Shen Tun-ho began the meeting 
with a short preliminary speech, in 
which he said that the Health Officer 
would proceed forthwith to explain the 
reasons for the Conncil’s action in 

of Plague prevention, and the 
methods which would be pursued, He 
was greeted at firat with loud applans 
ia that portion of his speec! 
where he affirmed his personality as 
one of the principal Ningpo residents, 
and declared that he himself wonld 
arrango for the construction of « Chi- 
nese Isolation Hospital outsiie the 
Settlement, When Mr, Shen touched 
upon the Plague prevention measures, 
and referred to the summary of the 
roposed speech by the Health Officer, 
Thich wan te pricipal object of the 
meeting, violett protests were raised. 
Certain of the discontented residents in 
the infected neighbourhood pressed for- 
ward and declaimed in the wildest 
excitement, which was communicated 
like wildfire to the rest of the audience.

Road from Kansoh Road to the Che- 
kiang Road Bridge, Everyone was 
trying to force bis way towards the iron 
door of the godown, now fast closed, 
and bolted witbin. Some Chinese suo- 
ceeded in clambering on to the window- 
ls, and, clinging to the iron bare, were 
able to see what was going on inside, 
and help to ewell the tumalt, In some 
cases crowds were gathered round 
‘stamp-orators who were evidently roas- 
ing the general discontent by their 
hostile harangaing. The Foreigo, Sikh 
and Chinese Police stroggled mapfally 
to keep a semi-circle around the mail 
entrance clear, bat again and agai 
were compelled to give way by the sheer} 
weight of the assembled crowd. If 
those withont the building desired to 
eater, many of those within appeared to 
desire to get out, for at intervals the 
door was thrown open and « regular 
tampede took place. At these times, 

he police could close the doors again 
their cordon was repeatedly broken and 
swarms of rnffisns forced their way into 
the building. To see anything of the 
‘attempts made to address the assembled 
Chinese was impossible. ‘The andience,

top of their voices, 
raisiog loud and angry cries whic 
heard and taken ap by the mob 

ide. Attempts were made to break 
up the benches and when Dr. 0, N. 
Davis, the Assistant Health Officer, 
entered, matters assumed a very ogly 
look. Dr. Davis was pulled down 
by the excited crowd just as be had 
reached and was abont to mount the 
platform, This was the sigoal for the 
general break-up of the meetiog. One 
of the leading Chinese gentry wrote on 
the blackboard s notice to the effect 
that the mecting was postponed and 
soggested another, at a later date, in the 
Town Hall. Yelling wildly the Chinese 
stampeded out of the godown, and their 
reappearance in the street was the 
signal for more hostile demonstrations: 

The police on daty escorted 
ndale, Dr. Moore, and Dr. Davis 
to their respective vebicles. 

BREAKING UP THE MOB. 

News of ithe hostile attitnde of 
the crowd was conveyed to the Central 
Police Station soon after the meeting 
opened, and a few minntes after it had 
broken up about thirty Foreign co 
stables, none of whom carried any 
more deadly arms than their batons 
arrived on the scene. They were 
marched almost to the Chekiang Road 
Bridge, and then, under the Captain 
Superintendent's "personal directions 
formed up abreast right across the road 
‘aud began to drive the mob westws 
Chinese whetber standing on the side- 
walk, or sitting on the band rai 
forced to move op, and thoogh 
the crowd offered little opposition 
fore it had been driven back to Kans 
Road, the police had bad to meet several 
‘ugly rasbes and exert all their strength 
to bold their own. It shonld be men- 
tioned here that small detachment of 
police ander Mr. Springfield was posted 
close to the Chekiang Road Bridge to 
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prevent the mob there from following 
the other police in their westward drive. 
Slowly bat surely the latter drove the 
orond back, amid a wild uproar. Shouts 
of “ta” “ta” (strike! strike !) 
wore heard on all sides, and many of the 
Chinese in the front, aided by the 
Pressure of the crowd bebind, forcibly 
resisted the Police, Before Kansuh 
Road was reached batons had to be 
drawn and freely used. A new danger 
arose at the corner of this road, 
mbere there was a beap of broken 
granite, ready for road repairs. Many 
of the crowd jamped on to the heap, 
ecized fragments of stone and began to 
burl them at the police. A desperate 
charge was necessary to dislodge these 
men from their point of vantage, and 
at this stage the disturbance appeared 
to become extremely serious,

the utmost to press back the angry 
crowd. At Kanenh Road the available 
force of police was divided, one body 
following the mob along North Soo- 
chow Road while the other pressed 
back that portion of the crowd that had 
tarned off up Kansah Road iteolf. This 
section of the mob proved most 
obstinate, bot it was effectually die- 
persed when some fire bose was brought 
‘up, coopled on to a convenient hydrant, 
and directed upon the rioters, 
latter bolted at once, and gave no 
forther trouble, Breaking up the mob 
by driving it wostward was « bold man- 
qavre.

THE VOLUNTEERS.

‘also assembled on this side of the bridge 
‘and a patrol of the latter Company was

SIGNS OF UNREST, 
November 17. 


That the temper of the local Chinese 
community is still ancertain was shown 
by several incidents yesterday, one of 
which nearly led to farther disturbances, 
This was the collection of a large crowd 
in an alleyway opposite the Shaoghai- 
Nanking Railway Hospital in Range 
Road. The alleyway leads scross the 
Settlement boundary into Paoshan, 
alm ct vo the border ie a emall pl 
of open gronnd. containing a few g 
and rome trees, Tt wax ths jist rhat 
attracted the erowd —Absat 1 p.m, 
message was received st ongkew 
Police Station stating that a lorge and 
excited crowd bad arsembld in this 
neighbourhood. = Two devechwents of 
‘armed police wire at once sent to the 
spot. Investigation showed that the 
crowd had assembled in consequence of 
8 woman's foot, some bloodstained 
dressings, and some kitchen offal being 

ered on the vacant groand. The 
report was at once spread that here were 



































evidences of the manner ia which for 
doctors mangled Chinese who came 
in their power. Fortunately, by what 
mast be regarded as a lucky coincidence, 
the real explanation of the presence of 

loot was soon discovered, thongh 
it is to be feared that nothing will 
prevent the more ignorant Chinese 
from spreading farther —diequieting 
rumours far and wide. It appears that 
native woman wes ran over on the 
railway, last Sunday, and that one of 
her fet was cat off by th heal ofthe 
train passing over it, Both woman 
foot were bronght to the Shanghai 
Nanking Railway Hospitsl, where the 
former was sttended to by skilled sur- 
geons, while it is believed that the latter, 
agaiost the orders of the matron was 




















removed from the theatre, and 
with a quantity of blood - stained 
lint, was thrown into a garbage tin. It 








‘seems to have been found by a mischief- 
who carefolly “ planted” it on 
the piece of waste grovad and then 
proceeded to account for its presence by 
reports of a most groesome kind. A 
mob collected, and, of course, listened 
‘eagerly to the supposed explanation. It 
was dispersed with considerable dif- 
ficulty, and the dismembered foot which 
‘all bad come to see was then removed. 
The Psoshan police tarned out in force 
on the Settlement border, bat no real 
disturbance took place on either side of 
the boundary. Unfortunately the dress- 
8 were allowed to remain where they 
were and for the greater part of the 
‘afternoon they were inspected by len: 
ant crowds of Chinere. The 
shows how very easily ill-feeling may be 
‘created by the slightest carelessness, 
Early in the afterooon a very large 
crowd of Chinese collected outside the 
Town Hall, where the annual Autumo 
Exhibition of the SI 
tural Society was in progress. They 
seem to have been attracted by two 
ramours, one to the effect that another 




















.| large meeting of foreigners was to take 


place in the Hall, and the other that a 
meeting of Chinese was to be held there 
that afternoon, ‘The latter report 
was doubtless the result of the 
notice written on the blackboard in the 
Evo Godown on Tuesday afternoon. 
‘The crowd was dealt with without any 
serions difficalty Lousa Police. 
A number of native detectives went 
among it, explaining what was happen- 
ing at the Town Hall, and ax the people 
were kept moving the whole time the 
crowd was never allowed to get out of 
hand.

SUOORBSFOL METHODS OF SAX 
RANGI8OO. 

Plagne appeared all 
Francisco in 1907. Tt was found that 
when most prevalent among rats it was 
least prevslent among bomen beings, 
bat as the nomber of infected rate 
decreased the namber of haman cases in- 
‘creased, As many as cighty-nine infected 
rata were found in San Francisco dariog 
February, 1908. The gravity of the 
sitaation was not at first realized 
by tho public, bat throogh the Press 
‘and by eolisting the sympathy of 
promioent business men the San Fran- 
cisco popalace was made to understand 
that withont its whole-hearted co- 
operation the measures adopted by 
the Health authorities could not pos- 
sibly succeed. A Citizen's Health 
Committee was, therefore, formed with 
the object of bringing bome to each 
resident bis or her _individoal 
responsibility, and of raisiog fands for 
8 systematic campaign. At firet a sum 
of balf « million Gold dollars 
was asked for, bat the Health Com- 
mites was 80 successfal ia secar- 
ing public co-operation that a very 
much smaller sam sufficed to eradi- 
cate plague completely. The total 
expenditare of the Committee was 
$139,943. It distribated upwards of 
700,000 leaflets, convened hundreds of 
meetings throoghont the City, and by 
exerting its ioflaence throughout fifty 
stb committees created a general deter- 
mination to rid San Francisco of ay 
ity of being quarantined for 
gas. It was found necessary to

CHINESE LOANS, 


‘We have received, says “ The Times,” 
from » high sathority in Chinese affairs 
the following letter :—

Sir,—The recent isane of the so-called 
Imperial Chinese Government Seven 
Cent, Peking-Hankow Railway 
for £450,000 by the Londoo 
City snd Midland Bank and Mesers.

‘materially from the Imperial Chinese 
Government loans hitherto issued on 
the London market that it seems 
desirable to offer s word of cantion to 
the investing poblic 
‘An analysis of the prospectus for the 
issue of these bonds shows that the loao 
ia not an Imperial Government loan at 
all in the sense in which this term has 
hitberto been used, but only a depart- 
meatal loan withont Imperis] guarantee 
or collat ral secarity. sauctioned 
indeed by an Edict, but the Edict, 
which is two years old, bas not been 
commanicated to the British Minister, 
and it does not sathorize the emixsion 
of the bonds on any foreign market. It 
merely authorizes department 

















concerned to issue s silver loan in China 
of apparently an indefinite amount.

SUPERSTITION IN 
JAPAN. 


The following is from the “Japan 
Advertiser" of November The 
Shinto shrine at — Kakigaracho, 
Nihonbashi, Tokio, known as Snitengn, 
was the scene of a remarkable disaster 
‘early yesterday morning which was due 
entirely to the superstitions belief of 
thousands of ignorant worshipers. 

It seems that the festival of the 
Suitenga Shrine falls upon the fifth day 
‘of each month, and upon these festival 
days charms made of paper are sold, 
which, according to tradition have the 
power of protecting the possessor ageinst 
all disasiers by water, and as yesterday's 
festival fell opon the “Dog's Day of 
the Dog's Month of the Dog's Year, 
according to Japanese Zodiacal sym- 
bolism and such a coincidence of three 
* Dogs,” ypens once in every 
ty-one years, it was thonght by the 
supersititions people that the water 
charms porchssed on that day would be 
of especially great effectiveness in shield- 
ing them from the danger of the waters. 
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In order to secure, these particularly 
lucky charms thousands of worshippers 
thronged the streets near the the sbrine 
early Friday evening so a8 to be on 
hand when the temple gates were 
opened at midnight and to be eure of 
secaring one of the charmed bits of 

per which the superstitions ones ae 
lieg to pay slmost auy price for, bat 
which are sold for the paltry price of 
one sen. The charms are limited in 
number and thie, presomably with the 
terroas of the recent flooda si their 
minds brought the nomber of waiting

STORM AND BTREES. 

‘The weather bas been most propitions 
until on Tuesday last, the “beginning 
of winter" acsording tothe 
Chinese Calendar, the weather changed 
and for three days the elements used 
us very badly. All work in the har- 
bonr was suspended and the steamers 
which arrived took shelter under the 
Bluff uotil to-day, when it was possible 
to discharge and load cargo. 

Great damage has been done to the 
bunding of the inner barbour. The 
jetty bas suffered the worst and the 
havoc wrought indicates the force of the 
storm. Several lighters and junks were 
badly damaged and, according to native 
report, some tens of boatmen were 
drowned. Small native craft was badly 
used ; the jetty is covered with large 
quantities of seaweed thrown up by the 
raging ses, and at the East Beach the 
beacon was carried away by the violence 
of the wind, Here and there throngh- 
out the district are to be seen parts of 
fallen, for sach | 
storms finds out tbe weakest part of 
any structure. 

‘The “ Chefoo Morning Post” gives 
the following figures as an approximate 
estimate of damage done :—filty eam- 
pans, twenty-five lighters and seven 
jsoks (large) were more or less daia- 
aged. Besides twenty-five deaths by 
drowning occurred.

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PORTUGAL. 
From Our Own Correspondent, 
Lisbon, October 1. 
THE EXPULSION OF THE NUNS. 

‘The establishment of the Portuguese 
Repablic was a brisk piece of work, and 
no one can quarrel with the Repablica 
on account of their expalsion of the 
religious Orders since they conceive 
themselves to have been very badly 
treated by those Orders and especially 
by the Jesuits. The somewhat stupid 
rejoicings thathave since taken place can- 
notalso be blamed. The same enthusiasm 
is manifested by every people under 
similar circumstances, by Turks, 
Persians and Japancso, as well ss by 
Portuguese. 

The Portoguese Government seems 
to bave made a mistake, however, and 
to bave done very serious harm to ite 
own cause by its ill-treatment of the 
‘Nuns and by allowing its soldiers and 
sailors to pillage several churches, 
monasteries snd convents. Before 
describing these mistakes in detail I 
must first say, however, that no peopl 
in the world is entitled to reproach the 
Porta; in these matters. The 
Cromwellians aod the French revoln- 
tionists soted with far more violence, 
thongb, also, with far more manliness 
‘and greatness, and, considering evory- 
thing, the Portaguese revolationists ex- 
bibited extraordinary self-restraint when 
they got the upper hand, 

‘Two wronge, however, do not make 
‘as right, and undoubtedly the treatment 
of the Nans was disgracefal, angentle- 
manly, barbarous, and almost anprece- 
deated, Granting that they bad no 
right to exist ss oommanities, the 
Government should have notified them 
of the fact and given them ample time to 
make preparations for going to their 
homes or for embracing some other 























ession, 

“Bat,” said a marine officer to me, 
“we had got to protect these Nuns 
from the mob, therefore we brought 
‘them as soon as possible to the arsenal.” 

Now there was not the faintest dis 
position on the part of the mob to 
attack the convents. Most ot the 
attacking was done by the soldiers and 
Dblaejackete. The Irish convent of Bom 
Succeaso at Belem, the Dominican con- 
vent at Vmfca, the Irish Dominican 
monastery of Corpo Santa and others 
are still protected by = fow soldiers. 
All the other convents could have been 
protected in like manner. I say nothing 
of the monasteries and especially of the 
Jesuit establishments. I confine myeelf 
to the case of the Nans, and I think that 
case was hard. 

From Thureday to Sanday the None 
were brought through the streets in open 
motor-oars and carriages. ‘These vebiclos 
‘were filled with armed men, some of them 
displaying naked swords. The shouts 
of the crowd and the joers of the sol- 
diery frightened those unfortunate Indien 
nearly to death. Some of them wore 
their religious habite, most of them 
wore the nal mantills, probably 
many of them had never been outside 
the convent since they were little girls. 











No nomber of these ladies were 
of noble birth and of refined appearance, 
Some of them were very young, some 
of them mere novices. To entrast them 
to the care of dranken, or at least very 
excited bluejackets, to drive them 
through howling mobs, was a cruel and 
‘an unmably thing to do. 

If only grown-up women were con- 
corned, the matter would not be quite 
so bad. But the girls and children who 
bad been boarding io the convent! 
sebools, the orphans and the poor whom 
the Nuns had been taking: care of were 
similarly escorted to the arsenal or to 
the railway station. I saw one child 
carrying inher bands a doll. Before 
her ewaggered « tracalent bully with an 
‘unshesthed sword. Around her sarged 
4s villainous-looking a gang of sailors 
and civilians as ever occapied the inside 
of @ prison. If these men had been the 
bravest of the brave, I conld not have 
concealed my disgast, When I dis- 
covered what an opera-boulfo affair the. 
revolation of Ootober 4 really was, my 
‘contempt for them knew no bounds. 
The London police-force could disarm 
and lock up this entire crew of “ heroes.” 

‘Even if it had been necessary to re- 
move the Nuns to some central place of 
safety, why send them to the arsenal 
Ooald they not all have been collected 
in some one large convent or other baild- 
ing on the outakirta of the city ? If the 
republican Government wished to pro- 
teot them from the mob, why did it 
‘expose them to the jeers of the mob by 
taking them through the very beart of 
the city? My own opinion is that the 
Government wished to the anti- 
‘clericalism of the capital. It has no 
programme batanti-clericalism. It has 
no other card to play. It has no other 
reason for existence, 

To the arsenal, which is als> » 
naval barracks, the Nanos were berded 
together in one large room was 
also, I think, s quite anneocssary in- 
convenience and indignity.

SPECIAL MEETING OF 
RATEPAYERS. 


A Special Meeting of Ratepayers was 
beld in the Town Hall at 6 p.m. on 
Monday for the purpose of sanctioning 
‘additional health By-laws. Fears that 
the necessary quorum to transact the 
basiness for which the meeting was 
called proved groundless, The pre- 
sence of ratepayers holding 589 votes 
was necessary to constitute a quoram, 
‘and 621 ratepayers, representing 1035 
votes were actually present at the meet- 
g. “A” Company of the 8. V. O. 
had been detailed to attend the Town 
in case of any emengency 
‘of hostile demonstration, but although 
 rnmour credited the Chinese with the 
intention of stoning the ratepayers 
Ky ie event of eee Health 

y-laws being adopted as proposed, 
‘and the Castomse’ Company at bastily 
wobilized at Headquarters, nothing in 
the nature of @ hostile domonstration 
occurred either before or after the meet- 
ing. The mecting was called to order 
at 5.10 p.m. It finiehed about 6.30.

‘as are proposed exercised daring 
ary times, According to the remarks 
of the Chairman of the Council it is not 
the intention of the Council to put those 
into operation at an ordinary time, and 
it seems to me in the spirit of this 
‘amendment which I propose, that 
this fact should be plainly stated. There 
can be no reason why the same powers 
which the community has practically 
with unanimity agreed that the Counoil 
is exercising with benefit in the 
present case should not be exercised in 
‘any other epidemic which may arise in 
the fatare, Yet while such powers should 
be given to the Council in extraord- 
inary oases, there seems to be no reason 
why they should be to them as a 
general thing, and that is the idea which 
is behind this amendment which Ties 
proposing, namely, such of these addi- 
tional By-laws should be pat into

THE PLAGUE PRECAUTIONS. 

The native {Press reports that the 
recent insuguration of plague-prevention 
measares has given rise to « general 
panic among the native community, 
presamably resulting from misunder- 
stsadings due to the different languages 
and castoms of Chinese and foreigners. 
This state of affsics is regarded os 
ionsly affecting the tranquillity of the 
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‘Mr. Pao Yi, Mixed Court Magi 
trate, has made the point clear to th 
Consular authorities, and Mersrs. Shen 
‘and Chao have approached the Municipal 
Conseil in person, bringing forward 
proposal for the establishment of 
Chinese hospital by thetnselves. The 
Conneil’s intentions are simply to pre- 
vent any spread of the plsgae and the 
Press, therefore, believes that it would 
only ‘approve scheme that is of 
benefit to the public, 1 
residente need no longer remain in 
an unsettled state of miod. 

‘The Mixed Oourt Magistrate bas 
written to the British Assessor on the 
subject of plague, requesting bim to 
inform the Council that Chinese and 
foreign custome are different. People, 
Baving formerly experienced incon 
venience at the Woosung quaranti 
station, may misanderstand the Council's 
intentions in introducing the recent 
proventive measures agsinst rat plagoe, 
thereby leading to general excite- 
went and disturbances, Plagne, 
he remarks, generally breaks out 
Fokien and Kuangtang provinces, 
frequently doriog the spriog-summer 
season, bat not in automa or 
winter, Even if there is actually an 
outbreak of plague, be thinks it will 
not be very, bad (at this time of the 
year). The Conncil’s steps recently 
taken ie, making inspections of or 
visits to houses, are for the protection 
of life, bat it appears that notice 
giving or showing detailed circumstances 
of the disease ld be issued for 
general information so that misunder- 
standings on the part of native re- 
sidents may be avoided. 

There is a letter in the press ad- 
dressed to the public by Mr. Suen Tua- 
‘ho and four others intimatiog that wild 
ramours have now been current io 
connexion with the Council's plague- 
prevention steps recently taken. It is 
fact that Chinese doctors have cared 
the disease sometime ago, and they 
propose to «stablish @ Chiaese hospital 
for the purpoce in a suitable Iccality for 
the reception of plague cases ; one,

prevention of any ontbreak and spread 
of epidemics, The recent appeal for 
reduction of rents on the part of re- 
sidenta should receive the local authori- 
i tion. 

It is pointed ont that ratepayers have 
1 voice in pablic affairs in all countries. 
Obinese residents paying taxes as do 
foreigners should enjoy similar privileges 
here and it is hoped that Chinese tax- 
payers will be represented not only in 
the discarsion of Plague preventive 
measares, but in other matters.

PUBLIC MEETINGS IN CHINA. 

The following is from the ** Shuntien 
Shik Pao” :—Tho Federation of mem~ 
bers of the Provincial Assemblies have 
petitioned the Tzucheng Yuan for the 
revision of the statutes regarding public 
meetings.

Nielsen bad written to the “North

apologize for it, but he had had his money 
for these 200 Anglo-Javas, although 
there bad been & dispute about them 
and one would have thought if he was 
40 entirely detached from the libel that 
he would have wished to pat things 
right for McDowell, His Lordship 
did not mean to say that it ought 
to prejadice him becanso he did 
not, bat one would have thought 
that any right-thinking man woold 
have done it. Instead of that he said 
that he had absolutely nothing to do 
with him; he left plaintiff to find 
oat all he could and bring the action.

Rabber Concessions, Ld., for the same 
settlement. Plaintiff made himself 
personally liable for these purchases and 
was willing, ready and able and offered 
Xo deliver the aaid shares ‘upon payment 
for them, but defendant refused to take 
delivery or to assame or accept liability 
for said purchases. 

In bis answer defendant stated that 
the transactions mentioned in the pet- 
ition were ventures ia specalation 
depending for profit or loss on the 
fluctuation of the market and were 
wholly gambling transsctions, That 
on the dates mentioned in the petition 
the defendant took a nominal option 
from plaintiff on said shares for futare 
delivery which in fact was fictitious, 
no delivery being intended nor was samo 
‘demanded. Defendant furth 
it it was well understood that 
the transactions were to be settled by 
the paymont of differences; and that if 














plaintiff sustained any loss or incurred 
any liability by reason of these tran- 
sactions, wed or liability was in- 





carred ia respect tot gaming or wagering 
‘contracts or sgreements, and'were wholly 
void. Defendant also set ont that it 
was mataslly agreed to rescind theso 
contracts on or about Jane 25.

He said that 
he did not operate to a large extent on 
the Shanghai Stock Exchange, of which 
he wasa member, He had no deslings 
for the March settlement, but there was 
‘a large business being done for Jape, 50 
he took advantage of it ss a broker. 

. Brooks spprosched bim at the 
Palace Hotel and asked him to bay 200 
Siaks for June, saying tbat he bad sold 
short and thought that it was time to 
cover. This was about April 6 or 7. 
Witness did not know what it was to 
take « nominal option on shares. Mr. 
Brooks never used the words “ nominal 
option” when giving witness instruc- 
tions, neither was anything said about 
fature eale—defendant led witness to 
believe that he bad sold short sud 
desired to cover, Nothing was said 
about differences.
